Bond Issue Barred. 

Excerpts from the supreme court 
decision in the Macon vs. Jones case 
follow: 

“Where the expenses of a munici- 
pal corporation, in excess of its reve- 
nues, have been allowed to accumulate 
for a series of years, the municipal- 
ity has no lawful authority to issue 
bonds to raise a fund for payment 
of such indebetdness although two- 
thirds of the qualified voters may as- 
sent thereto at an election held for 
such purpose. 

“If a municipality by acquiescence 
of its taxpayers should be allowed to 
incur each year current expenses in 
excess of current revenue and, when 
such obligations should become bur- 
densome, and those upon whom such 
burden has been imposed should be 
permitted, by voting for bonds, to 
cover such accumulations and shift 
the burden upon future taxpayers, an 
easy method to evade the salutary 
provisions of the constitution will 
have been discovered. 

“If the money to meet them be 
not in the treasury, then it should be 
brought there in the way of taxes 
imposed and collected for the year in 
which the obligations mature.’

The mission of the group of 
American cotton manufacturers who 
will go to Japan in January to dis- 
cuss with the textile leaders of that | 
country a new basis of competition 
in the American market is of vital | 
and far-reaching importance to the, 
south and to the textile centers of, 
New England, 

While the Japanese textiles now 
being sold in the United States rep- | 
resent only a small per cent of the 
total textile trade of this country, 
they are growing rapidly and, espe- 
cially in materials of cheaper qual- 
ity, are making serious inroads into 
the home markets of American 
mills. 

Despite the cost of bringing Jap- 
anese textiles into this country, the 
manufacturers of this Far Eastern, 
country are able to place their. 
goods on the American market at 
a lower price than is possible by 
American mills because of the dif- 
ference in labor and other produc- 
tion costs. 

There are sound reasons for the 
expectation that the American 
group will be able to reach an 
agreement with their Japanese com- 
petitors on the vital questions of 
volume, price and _ distribution. | 
When the increase of Japanese im- | 
ports into the integral parts of the, 
British Empire in the Far East and | 
the South Seas brought a serious | 
threat to the prosperity of English | 
industries, the British lost no time 
in entering into an agreement with 
the Japanese, the terms of which 
have proven fair and just to the 
manufacturers of both nations. 

Certainly what the British were. 
able to do can also be accomplished 
by American industry, especially in 
view of the fact that both the Japa- | 
nese government and the leading | 
industrialists of the nation have met 
the widespread criticism of the 
growth of Japanese imports into 
this country with the unvarying as- 
surance that they stood ready at 
any time to enter into a live-and- 
let-live agreement which would put 
an end to the unsound and unsat- 
isfactory competition now existing.

More an Act NEW TORK, 
Than Personality. Lord Beaver- 

brook, the 
London publisher, has made a breezy 
appearance on this shore, attended by 
big publicity. This will please him 
because Lord Beaverbrook is more an 
act than a genuine personality. 


In England, his act is that of the 
exaggerated, fiction type of American 
go-getter, dynamic and busy that he 
must dictate editorials into a hose at- 
tached to a recording machine while 
the barber scrapes his face. The Eng- 
lish are naive about publishers for 
some reason and they think he is a 
typical American king-maker doing it 
the American way. 

Among us, the act is the same ex- 
cept that Beaverbrook likes to dazzle 
us with the spectacle of an English 
lord who speaks our language, doesn t 
roll up his pants, carry an umbrella 
or ask to be shown the Indians.

The popular English papers for 
ancient publicity plants such as the 
hardy old spavin about the dancer 
who insures her legs for a million dol- 
lars. Accompanied by a picture of the 
legs, they print ads for cancer cures 
and magic soap and many of them are 
getting fat on advertisements for the 
most brazen swindle of the age, the 
English football pools, although the 
same publishers inveighed against the 
Irish sweepstakes on moral grounds 
and drove them out of print by law. 

But, of particular interest to Amer- 
icans at the time of Max Aitken’s 
visit to the United States in the role 
of British lord is the fact that the 
English papers of the so-called Amer- 
ican pattern makes a specialty of 
American scandal and sex copy and 
pictures but, up to this time, have 
not even discovered a news relation- 
ship between the Simpson divorce and 
their own king. Aitken says he knows 
nothing about any censorship of the 
Simpson story and explained that the 
American stories about the woman and 
the king were based on interpretation. 
But, of course you can interpret a 
story just by the skillful use of type 
and makeup and the relative position 
of pictures on a page and they go in 
for interpretation with great enthusi- 
asm when the story affects Americans 
in Hollywood, Reno or New York.

EMERGENCY REMEDIES FOR 
ANGINA, 

Angina pectoris—the accent on the 
An, not on the gi—which ought to 
seem natural to all who persist in 
calling ab-do-men ab-do-men—means 
choking pain in the chest, heart-pang, 
heart-cramp. 

Like epilepsy and asthma, angina 
pectoris is a functional malady the 
seizures or attacks of which are char- 
acteristic enough to enable the physi- 
cian to diagnose the trouble, but in 
the intervals presents no definite or- 
ganic change by which the pathologist 
may recognize the disease. 

Partial occlusion or restriction of 
the coronary arteries (which supply 
blood to the heart muscle or wall it- 
self) from arteriosclerosis is probably 
the primary factor of angina pectoris. 
The immediate cause of the attack, 
however, is undoubtedly asphyxia, 
anoxemia, ineufficient oxygen supply 
to the heart muscle; insufficient, that 
is, to meet an emergency demand un- 
der emotional strain or some slight 
overexertion. 


The first remedy for the emergency 2 


attack or threat or fear of impending 
attack of angina pectoris is imme- 
diate cessation of strain, effort or 
exertion. Come to a‘ complete stand- 
still wherever the seizure occurs, an 
sit down, or better lie down if possible 
and remain perfectly quiet. 
Nitroglycerin (trinitrin, glonoin, 
glyceryl nitrate) is the best emer- 
gency remedy for the attack of an- 
gina pectoris. The patient may carry 
always in pocket a small vial of nitro- 
glycerin tablets and take a tablet 
whenever he believes an attack im- 
pends. Nitroglycerin is volatile and 
loses strength if exposed to the air, 
but a dozen tablets in a stoppered 
vial will retain their potency for sev- 
eral weeks. The tablet dissolved in 
the mouth produces its characteristic 
effect on the circulation within two 
or three minutes. Nitroglycerin is 
not a heart stimulant at all; it merely 
relaxes spasm of

“On this spot lived the well-known 
citizen, Thiele Romer, and his wife, 
Anna. On January 9, in the year 
1600, seven children were born to 


them. All were baptised and all peace- 


fully died before midnight of January 
20.” 

Doctors do not know whether or 
not to. believe the statement on the 
tables, but it may be a true record. 

The town Hamelin, by the way, is 
the same as was made famous by the 
legend of the Pied Piper. That strange 
man is supposed to have visited the 
place in the year 1284 and to have 
“charmed” the rats so they ran to 
drown themselves in the Weser river. 
Because he was not paid for his work, 
the Pied Piper is said to have blown 


'his bagpipe and led a throng of chil- 
‘dren 


out of the town, never to re- 
turn. 

Like some other legends, the one 
about the Pied Piper may have been 
by an actual fact. A youth 
named Nicholas did lead thousands 
of German children away from their 
homes. to take part in the children’s 
crusade, and it is likely that seme of 
his followers were Hamelin.

How to Make a Slam Try 

The opening two no trump bid 
shows at least five and one-half honor 
tricks and three cards in support of 
any suit. The partnership is, therefore 
in the slam zone when the responding 
hand holds about one and one-half 
honor tricks with a fair five-card 
suit, even when his distribution is 
balanced (5-3-3-2 or 5-4-2-2). Any six- 


card suit with about one and one 
half honor tricks in the hand also 
warrants a slam try. 

The slam try is made in one of 
three ways: 

1. With a strong six-card or long- 
er. suit and one-half to one honor 
trick outside, the responding hand 
should jump at once to four of his 
suit over two no trump.

Rescuers Dig Through 10 to 
40 Foot Landslide Mass 


at Juneau. 


JUNEAU, Alaska, Nov. 23.—(>)— 
Flames spread through wrecked build- 
ings beneath a great landslide here to- 
night and hope faded for at least 10 
missing persons who, rescue crews be- 
lieved. were trapped under mud, rock 
and shattered timbers. 

Only one body had been recovered. 
Nine injured are in hospitals. 

Weary, mud-smeared men dug and 
chopped while a power shovel cut into 
the 100-foot wide mass which ranged 
from 10 to 40 feet in depth. 

Rescue efforts centered on the de- 
molished three-story frame Nickino- 
vich apartments which received the 
full force of the slide as it rumbled 
down a mountainside and cut a swath 
through an apartinent house district. 

Four of those listed as missing were 
believed to be in the Nickinovich 


building. 
Vivid Account. 

_ Mrs. Hazel Justin, a resident of the 
Nickinovich, who escaped from the 
slide, gave a graphi: description. 

“When the slide came down, we 
could hear it rumbling,” she said. “The 
lights went out at the first shock and 
I heard Pete Battelo yell, ‘What’s the 
matter—who turned off the lights.’ 

“I ran to one end of the house as 
the walls started to cave in and 1 
turned arownd and ran to the other. 
It caught me, but I managed to get 
out with only a few bruises.” 

Body Found. 

Relief workers found the body of 
Mrs. Gus Erickson crushed behind a 
stove in her frame house. Her hus- 
band was injured. 

The first of tha; two slides did lit- 
tle damage but the second cut a 100- 
foot path through the neighborhood, 
burying stores and residences in a 
40-foot mass of mud. 

When the slide struck, citizens, 
army men and firemen rushed to the 
scene to clear the oozing mud, rock 
and smashed timbers which engulfed 
two apartment houses, a lodging house,, 
a store and several small dwellings: 

Guided by the 


crews worked through the night to 
bring them to safety. ‘Timbers, pull- 
ing a weird light over the devastated 
region. Power lines were wiped out | 
and fire truck headlights guided the 
rescurers in their work. 

Heavy rains, which apparently | 
caused the slides, ceased during the | 
night.

Officials suggested today that should 
requirements again be increased by 
50 per cent to head off a possible 
“runaway” credit inflation, the board 
then would be without-further direct 
control over reserves should they again 
pile up to “uncontrollable” levels. 

By selling government securities, 
which would be bought largely by the 
banks, the board’s open market com- 
mittee could effect a reduction, but 
some authorities said this control 
alone would not be adequate. 

At the treasury, meanwhile, in- 
formed sources mentioned the possi- 
bility of reshaping operations of the 
2,000,000,000 stabilization fund. 

Among other things, they said, the 
fund might be empowered to borrow 
money, enabling it to take funds from 
the money market to offset effects of 
capital inflows. When capital flowed 
out, the fund could pay off debts in 
amounts equal to the outflow, thus 
preventing fluctuations in the inter- 
nal credit supply.
